The instant claims are allowed for the primary reason that the instant claimed method of 
obtaining a member of a specific binding pair via producing a library of filamentous 
bacteriophage particles displaying on the surface a population of Fabs is free of the prior art 
primarily because surface displaying an Fab on filamentous bacteriophage is free of the prior art. 
The prior art recognized unpredictability and skepticism in surface displaying peptides on 
filamentous phage that were longer than 300 amino acids in length or more complex in nature 
(e.g. secondary and tertiary folds, dimers, etc.).
